Mr. Mow Fung, is well-known 
in the Colony, having been re- 
sidont hore for thirty-seven years, 
and hag been identified with many 
public services duying that period, 
He was primarily responsible for 
the farmation and organisation of 
the war time Police Reserves, and 
subsequently received ‘the thanks 
of the Government for his scr 
vices in connexion with the for- 
mation of the Chinese Special Con- 
stnbulary which did such good 
work in the emorgency of 1925. 
On the formation of the existing 
Police Reserve in 1927 Mr. Mow 
Fung was appointed Assistant 
Superintendent of Police (R), in 
command of the Chinese Com- 
pany. In addjtton, Mr. Mow 
Fung was a Director of the Kwong 
Wah Hospital, Kowloon, during 
1925 and 1926, and has served on 
the General Committee of the 
J.R.A. ginee 1927, being Vice Pre- 
sident in 1929 and 1930, and Pre- 
sident in 1921. 

In view of the opinions often 
expressed as to the lack of oppor- 
tunity for public representation 
on matters of public interest in 
the Colony, it will be interesting

MANCHUKUO AND DR. 
KOO 


An acute controversy is coming 
to a head by the definite decision 
of the Manchukuo Government not 
to permit Dr. Wellington Koo to 
enter its territory. The Foreign 
Minister of the new State has 
even gone so far as to declare that 
the moment Dr. Koo steps on to 
Manchukuo soil, he will bo arreat- 
ed.; Tho matter would be no 
concern of the Powers were it not 
for the fact that Dr. Koo’ is the 
regularly-appointed Chinese asses- 
sur of the League of Nations Com- 
mission and that Lord Lytton has 
declared that the Commission will 
nut enter Manchuria unless Dr. 
Koo accompanies it.. There has 
been a suspicion in some quarters, 
ever since the question of Dr. 
Koo’s admission was first raised, 
that Japan is at the back of the 
ubjection; and in view of the 
manner of creation of the new 
State, this is scarcely to be 
wondered at. Japan, of course, 
{ndignantly denies any collusion tn 

| the matter. . 

It looks now as if the League is 
likely to be faced with a very com~- 
plicated problem. For instance, it 
{a no uso the League instructing 
China to sco that Dr, Koo is 
ndmitted, nor, in view of Japan’s 
dental of responsibility, can’ any 
good purpose bo served by making 
representations to Tokyo. There 
remains, of course, the Manchukuo 
Government, but here tho vital 
point is that the now State is not 
a mombor of tho Lengue and, 
moreover, has not yet been re- 
cogulaed by any of the «Powers. 
Tho only point which suggests it- 
self is whethor Japan would be 
willing to attompt to persuade the 
Manchukuo Government to revoke

its ban. But that seems scarcely 


-Llitaly in view of. Japan's continucd 


disclaimer of any direct concern 
in the matter. In any event, there 
ts the further point to-be noted 
that China still claims sovereignty 
over the Manchukuo territory, and, 
‘as a Shanghai commentator: has 
pointed out, there can therefore be 
no question of the League inclting 
Japan to acts of coercion In that 
territory. One suggestion which 
this’ commentator has advanced fs 
that tho League Assembly should 
delote from its resolution providing 
for tho creation and visit of the 
Commission the paragraph giving 
Chinn and Japan the right to 
nominate assessors to assist the 
Commisston. This would mean 
that felther Dr. Koo, nor . Mr. 
Yoshida would accompany the Com- 
misaion during its Manchuria tour, 
but whether the League would 
consent to this, in view of Lord 
Lytton’s assertion that the ‘Com- 
mission will not enter Manchuria 
without Dr. Koo, fs very much 
open to question. | 

The Japanese attitude on the 
matter {is not too clear at the 
moment. A Foreign Oflce spokes- 
man some days ago expressed 
sympathy with the Manchukuo 
stand, but admitted that Dr. Koo 
fe un integral part of the Com- 
mission. He added that if tho 
Manchukuo authorities forcibly at- 
tempt’ to prevent Dr: Koo’s-entry, 
it was possible that’ Japan: might 
‘Intervene and extend its protection 
to the Chinese assessor. . Since 
this statement. was made, however, 
we have had the warning by Mr. 
Yoshida that if Dr. Koo onters 
Manchuria, he may be exposed to 
personal: danger; while -tho. sug- 
gestion thrown out by the Man- 
chukuo Foreign Ministry that 
Japan should prevent the Chinese 
Aasessor travelling in the railway 
zone raises fresh: doubts as to how 
far the Japanese are behind the 
whole business. The Manchukuo 
Government's attitude, by whom- 
soever it is inspired, is certainly 
an affront to the League, How 
the impasse is to be overcome Is 
by no means ‘clear at the moment. 


Censorship of Films, 


The question of the censorship 
of films ia becoming acute in 
Britain, The unsatiafactory atate. of 

J the situation is seen chiefly in the 
type of film which it fs possible 
to exhibit to audiences containing 
children as well as adults. Very 
rarely does the British Board of 
Film Censors completely ban a 
film. Its usual practice in deal- 
ing with a. doubtful subject is to 
give jt an “A” certificate, signify, 
ing that it is suitable for exhibi- 
, tion to adults, and children accom 

‘| panied by adults. The character 
of some of these “A” films, how- 
ever, is Buch that several 
authorities have decided to ignore 
the recommendation of the board, 
and to forbid thelr exhibition to 
children under any circumstances 
whatever. Those who sec many 
films will undoubtedly approve, of 
the action of these local authori- 
ties. There can be no doubt that 
n large proportion of “A” filma 
are totally unsuitable for children. 
In an inquiry conducted in Birken- 
head the number of children who 
snid that they were unable to sleep 
at nights after going to the pic- 
tures was disturbing, to say the’ 
least. It was found that, out of 

‘the children questioned, 303, want- 
ed travel and adventure films and 
229 liked comedy best. Only 68 
voted for crime and gangater pic- 
tures, and only 17 for -sox films, 
these being the films usually listed 
in the “A” cntegory. The gencral 
attitude of children toward the 
lnat kind of picture varled from 

_“boredom to repugnance.” But 
with"A” filma ‘pouring from the 
studios, it is plainly unsatisfac- 
tory that the protection of child- 

“ren from them should be teft to 

‘ the initiative of the local authori- 
ties, very few of whom have taken 
any action in the matter, Whet- 
her a film should be shown to chil- 
dren or not should be decided by 
the nature of a film, not by the 
locality the children happen to live 
fn. The demand that films shoult 
bo divided into two categorics, 
those suitable for adults only, and 
those Buitablo for all classes of

Remarkable Result., . 

They had to-day the satisfaction 
of recording that: not only -had 
Lord Snowden's — antlelpations 
been fulfilled, but in addition to 
no small surplus of £364,000 there 
must be taken Into account the 
fact that: instead of the £23,000,- 
000 which it. had been proposed 
to take last April from Dollar Ex- 
change Fund, 1t was only necess- 
arry to take £12,760,000. In short, 
they were about nine millions 
better off than Lord Snowden had 
anticipated. 

“This remarkable result,” said 
Mr. Chamberlain, “has produced 
un profound Impression upon in- 
structed opinion {[n mll parts of 
the world.” 

Economies had been more than 
made good, In addition, n reduct- 
fon {In unemployment came to 
their aid, so in the end, instead 
of, economies of £22,000,000, they 
showed ‘savings amounting to 
£34,500,000.' The taxpayer algo 
had nobly played his part and 
made a magnificent response to 
the appeal for early payment. 

Taxpayers Praised. 

The Budget had, in fact, been’ 
saved by the income tax and super- 
{ax payers, who had shown that 
sense of duty and citizenship upon 
which retlance could always ‘be 
placed in Britain at times of 
crisis. Many had suffered hard- 
ship, but it would console then to 
know that they had not only 
effected a substantial saving in 
the cost of Treasury bills, but the 
stimulus of thelr example -had 
strengthened and invigorated the 
peoples in many other lands who 
had looked again to Great Britain 
with fresh confidence and hope In 
her capacity to lead the world in 
overcoming financial diMculties.

Snowden referred to the 
hard - struggle which many 
musicians wore having, and said 
that the introduction of mechanical 
music had had something to do 
with their digtress. “The cinemns 
aro dispensing with their music 
and giving us the artificial thing,” 
sho said. : 

“Another reason for the distress 
is that music is overtaxed In this 
country. Among other things, T 
am Intereated In opora, and I would 
Hike to tell you that in the last two 
veara. the State has taken-from tho 
Covent Garden Oporn Company 
£23,000 and £26,000 respectively in 
the form of taxation.

BANDIT CHAOS. 


COMPLETE ‘ANARCHY 
IN MANCHURIA. 


Changchun, Apr. 19.: 

A Rengo message from Harbin 
states that complete anarchy 
reigna around Imicnpo, in the 
Pogranichnaya sector of C.E.R. 
Damage wrought by Chinese irre- 
qulars and other guerillas and 
outlnws is estimated by Japanese 
sources at Mex. $200,000,000, and 
will require four years to restore.

Using 
modern methods, it is possible to 
make a fairly accurate determina- 
tion of the sugar in a single drop 
of blood. The development 0 
similar aceurnte chemical methods 
for the determination of the non- 
protein nitroven, the creatinine and 
the uric acid in tho blood, has led 
to a far better understanding 0 
renal diseare.

To-day, the Inboratory Is taking 
an incressing part in Industrial 
avork of all kinds. So wide has 
come the field of activity that 
specialisation has taken place to an 
extraordinary extent.

An neute controversy is coming 
to a head by! the definite decision 
of the Manchukuo Government not 
to permit De. Wellington Koo to 
enter its territory. The Foreign 
Minister of the new State has 
even gone so far as to declare that 


‘tthe moment Dr. Koo steps on to 


Manchukuo soil, he will be arrest- 
td. The matter would be. no 
concern of, the Powers were {It not 
for the fact that Dr. Koo is the 
regularly-nppointed Chinese usses- 
sur of the League of Nations Com- 
mission and that Lord. Lytton has 
declared that the Commission will 
nut enter Manchuria unless Dr. 
Koo accompanies it. There has 
‘been a suspicion in some quarters, 
ever since the question of Dr. 
Koo'’s admission was first raised, 
that. Japan is at the back of the 
ubjection; and in view of the 
manner of ereafion of the new! 
State, this is scarcely to be 
Lwondered at. Japan, of cours¢, 
indignantly denies any collusion Inj 
the matter. , . 
_It looks now ns if the League is 
likely to be faced with a very com- 
plicated problem. For instance, it 
is no usc the League instructing 
“China to. sce thnt Dr. Koo is. 
admitted, nor, In view of Japan's 
deninl of responsibility, can ony 
good purpose be served by making 
‘There. 
remains, of course, the Manchukuo 
Government, but hore tho vital 
point is that the now State is not 
n member of the Lengue. and, 
morcover, has. not yet been ro- 
_ cognised by any. of the Powers.

-Uhut the League Assembly should 
delete from its resolution providing 
for the crention and: visit of the 
Commission the paragraph giving 
Ghinn and Japan the right to 
nominate assessors’ to assist the 
Commission. This would. mean 
that neithor’ Dr. Koo nor Mr. 
Yoshida would accompany the Com- 
mission during its Manchuria tour, 
but whether the League would 
consent to this, in view of Lord 
Lytton's assertion that the Com 
mission will not enter Manchurian 
without Dr. ‘Koo, is very much 
open to guestion. 

The Japanese attitude on the 
‘matter Is not too clear at the 
moment. A Foreign Office spokes- 
man some days ngo- expressed 
sympathy with the Manchukuo 
atand, but ‘admitted that Dr. Koo 
fs am integral part of the Com- 
mission. He added that if the 
Manchukuo authorities forcibly at- 
tempt to prevent Dr. Koo’s entry, 
it was possible that Japan might 
Intervene and éxtend its protection 
to the Chinese assessor. Since 
this statement was made, however, 
we have had the warning by Mr. 
Yoshida that if Df. Koo enters 
Manchuria, he may be exposed to 
personal danger; ‘while tho sug- 
gestion thrown out by the Man- 
chukuo . Foreign Ministry that 
Japan should prevent the Chinese 
Assessor travelling in the railway 
zone raises fresh doubts as to how 
far the Japanese are behind the 
whole business. The .-Manchukuo 
Government's attitude, by whom- 
soeyer it ik inspired, is certainly 
an affront to. the League. How 
the Impasse is to be overcome is 
by no means clear nt the moment. 


Censorship of Films. 


The question of the censorship 
of filma is becoming acute in 
Britain. The unsatisfactor$ state of 
the situation is seen chiefly in the 
type of film which it is possible 
to exhibit to audiences containing 
children as well as adults. Very 
rarely does the British Board of 
Film Censors completely, ban-a 
‘film. Its usual practice’ in deal- 
ing with a doubtful subject is to 
sive it an “A” certificate, signify- 
ing that it is yuitable for exhibi- 
tion to adults, and ‘children accom- 
panied by adults, The character. 
of some of these “A” films, how- 
ever, is such that several — local 
authorities have decided to ignore 
the recommendation of the board, 
and to forbid their exhibition to 
children under any circumstances 
whatever. Those who see many 
films will undoubtedly approve of 
the action of these local authori- 
ties. There can be no doubt that 
a jarge proportion of “A” films 
are totally unsuitable for children. 
In an inquiry conducted In Birken- 
head the number of children who 
said that they were unable to sleep 
at nights after going to-the pic- 
tures was disturbing, to say the 
lenst; It was found that, out of 
the children questioned, 803 want- 
ed travel and adventure films and 
229 liked comedy best, Only G8 
voted for crime and gangster pic- 
tures, and only 17 for sex films, 
these being the films usually listed 
in the “A’ category. The general 
attitude of children toward — the 
last Kind of pieture varied from 
“boredom to repugnance.” But 
with"A” films pouring -fr8m the 
studios, it is plainly unsatisfac- 
tory that the protection of child- 
ren from them should be left to 
the initintive of the local nuthori- 
ties, very few of whom have taken 
any action in the matter. Whet- 
her a film should be shown to chil- 
dren or not should be decided by 
the nature of a film, not by the

‘PIANIST 


APPEARING HERE 
NEXT WEEK 


Alexander Brailowsky, the Kus- 
alan “super-pianlat” who jives one 
recital here on Friday, 29th. April, 
at the King’s Thentre in. the 
eourse of his seventh consecutive 
Americnn tour, stunds in the front 
rank of those few pianists of 
the younger gencration who are 
replicing to-day the grand old 
names of yesterday. 

“Ho has fire, a brilliant and 
xeintillant style,’ and, an acute 
xenae of. dramatic confrontations”, 
said the distinguished critic of the 
Now York Zierald Tribute, Law- 
rence Gilman. “All this spells 
‘temperament’ and temperament

Born in Kiev, Russia, the child 
developed so nmuzingly and his 
talent was ‘so obviously not an or- 
dinary one that wealthy relatives 
become interested and transplant- 
ed the entire Brallowsky family to 
Vienna where the great master 
Lesehetiziky was teaching.

In what 
was one of China’a, most back- 
ward provinces, we. may now 
travel to all of its important 
cltfes by car, except Poseh in the 
extreme western part of the pro- 
vince, to which n road is now 
hotng built. 

Now that Kwangai has its own 
acroplane squadron, it should fear 
no further invasion, It was an 
emotional weleome which Nanning 
gave to the planes when they 
arrived, for it had forgotten the 
nightmare of attacks by tHe 
Kwangtung air fleet only a year 
ago. Now with British scroplanc 
instructora and a German military 
professor at the Military School 
and the Arsenal brought up-to- 
date by German experts, ‘the 

. eltizens of Kwangsi feel they have 
no cause to fear. :

stil more po they should be the 
codes of honour in dealings among 
the nations, A person of interrity 
would rightly shrink from being 
nssocinted with anything that 
savours of stealing or robbing or 
anything: Uishonourable, and yet 
unblushingly there are to be found 
such writers as “A.A.B.” with such 
perverted moral sense that they 
can calmly justify Japan's unmoral 
actions, 


If morulity docs not function in 
the realm of politics, let us be 
frank enouh to proclaim — that 
might is right. 1 prefer, however, 
to believe that “AVALT." belongs ta 
that minority whose moral sense 
hog been warped, ind that most 
nations of the world have higher 
ideals and finer sense of morality.

COMPLETE ANARCHY 
- IN MANCHURIA. 


* Changehun, Apr. 19. 

A Rengo message from Harbin

COMMONS LISTENS TO 
BRITAIN'S BUDGET 


UNCERTAIN RETURN 
- 1F0-GOLD 


No relief to the tax-paycr was 
given in Mr. Neville Chamberlain's 
budget, which he, announced to the 
House of Commons yesterday. All 
neats in the public galleries, which 
had been resorved weeks before, were 
full while ‘he spent nearly tro 
hours on his speech. 

: London, Apr. 19. 

Rising’ at 3.30 p.m. Mr, Naville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer sald: 

“In September Mr, Snowden pro- 
duced the necessary economy and 
revised the . financial scheme, 
which has.been universally nc- 
clnimed nt home and abroad as 
model] of-severe, sound’ and salu- 
tary finance, 

“The Scptember budget produced 
£9,000,000 more than Mr. Snow- 
don expected. The depreciation of 
capita] valucs as well as the longe- 
vity of milllonnires ‘caused a de- 
ficiency of £18,000,000 in death 
duties, 
saved by Income and super-tax 
payers, The beer tax produced 
£1,260,000 less than was anticipn- 
ted and that on whiskey, £1,000.- 
000 lesa. 

“The past year has been ono’of 
anxiety, difficulty and hardship. 
It was only io the last few months 
that some rovival of trade and 
omployment led us to‘hope that the 
worst had past.” 


War. Debts: Omitted. _ 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that 
the Budget did not contain provi- 
aion for tho receipts of reparations 
and inter allied debts or debt pay- 
ments to America which. wero in 
sUspUNBe. 

Tae future of war debts .and 
reparations was dependant on the 
results of the Lausanne confer- 
ence. Tho best course was to re- 
froin from all conjectures and 
treat both sides of the account as 
in suspense. That did not imply 
ony fresh decision of policy. The 
Government declied temporarily 
to omit anv estimate of receipts 
on account of the Dominion war 
debts which were auenonded inet 
v p 2;

was known. . 

Income tax yielded £287,000,000 
and the super tax, £76,000,000, res- 
pectively £15,000,000 and £4,000.- 
600 more than Mr. Chamberlain 
anticipated. There was _f recovery 
in Stamp and Death Duties dur- 
ing the year, but direct taxation 
would yield £32,500,000 less, ow- 
ing to the depression. 


“Import Duty Yield. 

The Chancellor anticipated the 10 
per cent. import duties would yield 
£27,000,000 in 1932-3. He hoped to 
issue an order before the end of 
the week under the Imports Duties 
Act, imposing fresh duties, but no 
details would be issued meanwhile. 

Mr. Chamberlain estimated the 
revenue from existing taxation at 
£765,300,000 nnd expenditure at 
£766,000,000 and estimated the 
deficit £1.700,000. ‘ 

He announced ‘the creation of an 
exchange equalisation account for 
which he would ask for power to 
horrow a sum not, exceeding £160.- 
000,000 owing to the exchange 
position caused by the influx of 
large, accumulations of capital in 
recent weeks. This did not repre- 
sent 2 genuine permanent jmprove- 
ment in the blanco of trade and 
was apt to give -riso ‘to somo

ject of the exchange equalisation 
account was to enable Great Britain 
to function effectively a5 a main 
international contre, requiring to 
hold adequate reserves of gold on 
the foreign exchange in order to 
meet sudden withdrawals.

‘Mr. Chamberlain 
urged employers to help employccs 
to pay their tax by instalments.

Yhrough the growth of organic 
chemistry during the latter part of 
the 19th century, chemists were 
enabled to contribute more am 
more to an accorate knowledge, of 
physiological processes which, in 
their nature, arc essentially 
chemical ones. The work of the 
great German chemist Emil 
Fischer, on the molecular structure 
of the sugars, paved the way for 
a beginning to be 
proper unders' 
hydrate me 

The wor 
chemist, Paul Erlich, 
plication of the dye cosin to tho 
stnining of tissue. led to the de- 
velopment of the triacid stain, 
which has been a boon to his- 
toloxista. His staining methods 
laid the foundation of haematology 
and thus enabled the detection 0 
blood parasites, like that of malaria, 
to be made possible. Enlich’s most 
monumental work was his pains- 
taking investigation into . the 
synthesis of all organic arsenical 
compounds, which renulted in. the 
discovery of  salvarann and 
seosnivarsan, the most succesful 
drugs for the treatment of syphilis 
and yaws, 


New Branch Developed. 


During the past twenty years, 2 
new branch of chemistry, 
Biochemistry, has developed. 
Workers in biochemistry are apply- 
ing te physiological processea the 
methods and data obtained in in- 
organic, organic, physical and 
colloid chemistry. Its grentest con- 
tribution Hes in its application of 
mathematical chemical theory to 
bodily processes. . 

To deal with biological in- 
vestigations, where, very frequent- 
ly, only — small amounts of 
material are available, suitable 
analytical methods have been work- 


: ce etamnla tha  dater= 
mination of the sugar in asd ts 


highly important in Many cases. 
The amount usually present is ap- 
proximately onc per cont. Using 
modern methads, it is possible to 
mike a fairly accurate determina- 
tion of the sugar in a single drop 
of. blood. The Uevelopment of 
similar aceurate chemical methods 
for the determination of the non- 
protein pitrogen, the creatinine and 
the uric acid in the blood, has led 
to a far better understanding of 
renal discnse. : 
New Drugs. 

Chemistry is constantly provid- 
ing new drugs Tor the -metlicnl 
practitioner. Instéad of the ,old 
plant . extracts of uncertain 
strength, the pure alkaloid or other 
active principle is now available for 
him; a substance of known strength 
and chemical purity and of known 
physivlogical activity. 1i¢ may 
now know exactly what he is giving 
his patient. The large chemical 
firma ure pouring out such astream 
af new synthetic drugs on to the 
market that, at the present time, 
the supply certainly exceeds the de. 
mand. ‘Still, they are all useful 
additions to the available equip- 
ment for the fight against disease. 

Turning from matters of health 
to mattera of business, we find that 
the connexfon between chemistry 
and industry is older than that be- 
chemistry and medicine. 
From the earliest times, chemical 
discovery has Ied to industrial de- 
velopment, Chemists, as a scienti- 
fle group, can claim that although 
they have been intensely interested 
in the- theoretical side of their work 
they have kept close to hard

Nearly all the present-day products 
of the heavy chemical industry such 
as sulphuric acid, nitric - acid, 
hydrochloric acid, | sodium = car- 
bonate, and caustic soda were dis- 
that perlod and 
turned into scrious {industrial use. 

For centuries the chief contribu- 
tion of chemistry to industry was in 
the discovery’ of new substances, 
but with the use - of accurate 
quantitative methods and advanced 
theory during the 19th. century, 
chemistry began to take a hand in 
the control of industry. Manu- 
fncturers wanted to know why 
manufacturing — processes went 
wrong. Rule-of-thumb methods 
might givo rensonably good results 
nine times out. of ten, but, with 
growing competition, a ten ner cent 
loss was too great to be permitted. 

This demand involved the work- 
ing out of the complete chemistry 
used and this was, 
in many cases, a long weary busi- 
ness, but the. resulta were {m- 
mediately seen. Wasteful methods 
were eliminated, ingredients were 
mixed in proper proportions, raw 
materials were examined for harm- 
ful impurities, temperatures and 
pressures were measured and con- 
trolled, the material used for con” 
structing the plant was overhauled 
to avoid metallic contamination, 
wante by-products were converted 
into useful substances and purer 
final products were obtained, 

Under exact chemical control, 
not only were the final products 
purer but much more uniform, @ 
point of very great importance 
when the final product of ane in- 
dustry becomes the Taw material 
of another. 


The Valueless Made Valuable. 
Further, by improved processes, 


it was found possible to muke use 
of raw materials which had pre- 
viously been looked upon as value- 
less owing to the presence of some 
serious {mpurity dificult to 
alimjnate FE rs, iron ores con- 
Thining PhOMkee- marg regarded 
as useless to the steel induatry. 
Then Chemists found that. by 
lining the Bessemer Converter 
with a basi¢ dolomite lining 
instead of with an acid silica one, 
that these cheap phosphoric iron 
ores could be converted into good 
steel, and, furthermore, that the 
slag {rom the converter, containing 
nearly all the phosphorus, could 
find a market as a valuable 
fertiliser. . 

With the development of orsanic 
chemistry, and increasing know- 
Yedge of the atomic structure 0 
many organic substances, caroc 
attempts to build up these 
molecules, leading to the success- 
ful synthesis of many substances 
previously . obtained only’ from 
animal and vegetable sources. 


Synthetic Indigo. 


The classical example is that of 
indigo. Indigo, which is closely 
related to the wond of the ancient 
Britons, was, until fifty years axo, 
obtained only from the indigo plant 
and the bulk of it was produced in 
India. To-day, chemistry has 
transferred that industry to Ger- 
many. 

After Von. Bayer, 
masterly researches, had avorked 
out the structure of the, indigo 
molecule, fifteen years of patient 
work were put in_by the research 
chemists of the Badische 
und Soda Fabrica, with the o2ject 
of . producing — the substance 
synthetically, A method was 
found for producing. it from the 
substance toluene, a substance oc- 
curring in coal-tar, and closely re-

Inted to benzine. The amount. of 
toluene, however, in .conl-tar, was 
go small, that by such # process, it 
would be impossible to capture tho 
indigo trade of the world, so, in 
spite of the success, the process waa 
doliberately scrapped. 

Moro years of work followed, and 
finally a process was devised, atart- 
ing from naphthaline, a cheap and 
plontiful by-product of the mak- 
{ng industry. What has the 
result? Germany has now practl- 
cally the Indigo trado of the world 
in her hands. It cost thirty years 
of unremitting work ‘and the ox- 
ponditure of something — like 
£1,000,000 sterling. 


Chemists Specialising. 


To-day, the laboratory {5 taking 
on increasing part in Industrial 
work of all kinds, So wide has be- 
comé the field of activity that 
specialisation has taken place to an 
extraordinary extent. One man 
now gives his life to the chemistry 
of paper, another to the chemistry 
of cocon, o third to the chemistry 
of cemont, a fourth to the chemistry 
of petroleum, and so on, 

Thero are still those who think 
that a laboratory is a rather use- 
less but somewhat ornamental addl- 
tion to an industrial plant. To 
these it may bo said that if any 
laboratory fails to justify ite oxis- 
tence, the nooner the staff are sack- 
ed and another eubstituted tho 
better. A properly equipped and 
staffed laboratory can be the salva- 
tion of an industry. A manufac- 
turer 18 veported to havo said, “If 

‘our buriness is going dewn or fafl- 
ng to’ progress,’ double your 
Inboratory staff.” Whether this 
should be taken literally is possibly 
doubtful, bul the principle is right. 

There is an. idea in many quar- 
ters that It {s only,tn the so-called 
“Chemical industries” that chem{s- 
try in of any use, but it fs to be re- 
membered that overy substance {8 
a chemical, and in the handling of 
all substances chemical considera- 
tions are involved. Thus, trun and 
steel are chemicals. Porcelain and 
glass are chemicals. Cement, 
bricks, points, varnishes, Ink and 
paper, meat and voretables, coal, 
petroleum, rubber, cotton and silk 
are all chemicals, 


Value of Laboratory. 


To show tho value of the labora- 
tory to a so-called non-chemical 
firm, let us take the case of Messrs. 
Lyons Limited, the caterers of Lon- 
don. Thoy first realised the nd- 
vantages of possessing their own 
laboratory in 1919 and started with 
a staff of four, one chef chamiet, a 
senior and junior nesters and one

and In 1927, the last year for which 
LT have figures, of 72, Theso figures 
indicate fairly clearly that in the 
experience of a large and success- 
ful business organisation,~an ef- 
ficient laboratory ia not an orna- 
mental luxury but a paying con- 
cern, and a necessary adjunct to 
their business activities. 


War Work, 


I will refer briefly to another 
direction in which chemistry alds 
the community, and that is in con- 
nexion with war. In wartime the 
chemistry profession comes ‘into 
its own ond British chemists have 
every reason to be proud of the 
work accomplished during the late 
war. i 


Ono immediate. effect was natur- 
ally an unprocedonted demand for 
explosives of many different types, 
and Jater for many different chemi- 
cals and curlous and unpleasant 
proportics. At first, 
was met by the regular Govornment 
and private factories but it was 
soon evident that now and grea’ 
enlarged plants would be required. 
When war broke out, T.N.T,. had 


just beon officially adopted ‘as aly, 


service axplosive but no facilities 
existed for making it in any quan- 
tity. The total capacity of tho 
country at that time was not mora 
than 20 tons per Something 
had to bo done and dono quickly, 50 
British chomists got-to work. A 
sito was chosen near Oldbury and 
B plant designed for an output of 
260 tons por week. 


‘Making ‘TANTS 


To get together and nssemble a 
complicated plant in the then dis- 
organised state of the country’s in- 
dustry, in any reasonablo. time, 
poemed a hopeless proposition but 
the attempt was made. The first 
sod on the new site was cut in 
February, 1916, and exactly three 
months lator tho first ton of T.N.T. 
was ready and packed. for delivery. 
In a very shart time, the deaigned 
capacity of 260 tons por wook had 
been renched and exceeded, Later, 
the works at Queen's Ferry, near 
Cheater, wore completed, with an 
output of 100 tons per day, 

It might be thought that in Gov- 
ernment factories erected uador the 
stress of war, whore tho steadying 
effect of shareholders and dividends 
were not at work, the factorics 
would bo run on extravagant lines. 
However, 3 careful study of the 
second costa report of the Depart- 
ment of Explosives Supply will 
show that yields and costa com- 
pared favourably with those of any 
private factories. Some figures 
will show the scale on which ex- 
plosives were turned out during 
those four years: Pleric Acid, 
68,000 tons; T.N.T., 288,000 tons; 
Ammonium Nitrate, 878,000 tons; 
Cordite, 189,000 tons. : 

‘Emery for Lenses. 

As an example of the indirect 
service rendered by individuals 
thé following may be quoted. 
the. outbreak of. the war there 
arose a very large demand for all 
kinds of optical instruments, tele- 
scones, field glasses, range-finders, 
gun sights, etc., and the British 
optical manufacturers found 
themselves short of emery for 
lonse grinding, They only. thon 
awoke to the fact that thoy had 
been dependent on an {mported 
foreign product. . 

Three chemists in London set up 
what they called an Emory Fact- 
ory in an old basement where they 
worked with their electric fur- 
maces and wooden tubs, Their 
hands were cut to. pieces by the 
coarse emery and they worked 
with threo layers of turkish towel- 
ling round their heads to prevent 
tho fine omery dust getting into 
thelr lungs. Still, they managed 
to produce about ‘40 tons a week 
and practically supplied the needs 
of the country during the war. 
‘The Government got out plans for 


an up-to-date-emery factory. but]- 


it was not finished before 
Armistice was signed. 


Poison Gas. | 


The introduction of poison gas 
Into warfare put more work on 
the chemical profession. When 
as wos first used against British 
troops in France no immediate 
steps could be taken to protect 
them as the nature of the gas was 
unknown. However, a sample 
was obtained and rushed to Lon- 
don, It was analysed, a suitable 
antidote devised,*n simple type of
